MOSCOW, ..'.May .30.—His •« Majesty,- 


Emperor Nicholas Alexandrpvitch, au- 
tocrat of all Russia, and Her .Majesty;. 
Empress Alexandra Feodorov.ua, were 
solemnly crowned" today in the Ca- 
thedral of.the Assumption, with -the 
utmost ceremonies and in. accordance 
with all the religious form, and^ au- 
cient rites of the 'church and empire. 


The* ceremonies ' commenced at 7 


with.a salute of 21 guns and the ring- 
ing of the bells of the Assumption ca- 
thedral. Then the immense body of 
troops' gathered around the Kremlin 
and formed a double line along the 
route to be followed by the Imperial 
party from1 the palace to the Cathedral, 
of'the Assumption, and from-there, to^ 
other cathedrals'of the Kremlin.. 


The tedium was celebrated in the 


cathedral, right after .which UIR clergy 
in full canonicals assembled :at the-en- 
trance-to receive ex-Czarina .Marie 
Pcodorina. The latter in great state 
proceeded beneath-a, canopy to the ca- 
thedral, accompanied by members of 
the'Imperial' family,, except those to 
take 'port in the emperor's procession, 
and by distinguished guests. .At the 
entrance to the cathedral she was re- 
ceived by the Metropolitan oi Moscow; 
who presented her with cross arid holy 
water. She then received the benedic- 
tion and was seated on the throne oi 
Czar Alexis Mikhaailovitch. 


Members of royalty and the distin- 


guished guests in iier train were then 
escorted to reserved seats for them. In 
the meantime those to participate in 
the emperor's procession were taking 
the allotcd section.., Peforc the pro- 
cession started the'Crand Almoner, as- 
sisted by two deacons, sprinkled the 
whole route to be fonowe.dI_,wj,th Iplx.

He would found an 
enterprise, put it on its. feet financially, 
and then' capitalize it for all the stock 
ho conlcfpOEsibly sell. Then followed a 
struggle.to make it pay,dividends. Un- 
der his merciless band.—he ..dominated 
every enterprise, in which, he was inter-, 
ested—the screws-were; applied to tho 
working ;-people, and .(While"'attractive 
advertisements for help'were sent broad-, 
cast all over"the country starvation wa- 
ges actually, prevailed-'at Bloomfield.; 
These tactics .brought'the people in and. 
also brought1 discontemt and. turmoil.

.Braytoii's big heaifc. .teat-for every-, 


body, and whilo --his' duty as publisher 
of a" daily paper caused him to welcome 
and boom every new/industry that came 
to tbo city he could not help but monru 
privately at least over -the wrongs done 
the working classes. Occasionally, when 
he thoughtinecessity-and honor demand-' 
ed, he was thsir mouthpiece, and it was 
but a short time before he had incurred 
the displeasure of Sawtelle. 
This.gen-j 


tloman had always leaned toward The 
Standard, and all the business ho could 
turn from The Blade: and into the office 
of his favorite he did not hesitate to- 
control. -Under this impetus even a dcll- 
er man-than .Booied conld-not have 
helped but prosper temporarily, and he 
was at all times-the: obsequious slave of 
Sawtelle. By the advice of its patron 
The Standard's force was increased by. 
the importation of two or three metro-j 
politan reporters and fancy specialists,, 
while Slocas was made associate editor,: 
with Booled managing.,' It is needless 
to say that the hands were those of Boo- 
led. but SawtoUe upheld them,.and tho 
peop'ie soon saw tse powe'r oehind tne- 
throne.

The product of this resolution was 


The Morning Newsrwhich came into 
the world with a flourish of trumpets 
and an amount of booming on tho part 
of its ally,' The Standard, that could' 
not but attract attention and convince 
many shallow thinkers that the city, 
had long needed it. 
So far as money, 


could do the business it was a model- 
newspaper. Sawtelle had secured for 
his Kews and its ally. The. Standard, 
all the press franchises to bo had, and' 
immediately by the aid of an army o£ 
canvasser.; pushed business for all it 
was worth. Tho papers of t-he town had1 
always sold for 3 cents each or oO cents 
per month, and The News was started 
at 3 cents or 75 cents per month.

most immediately a cut was announced,; 
and while both Tho Standard and Kews 
went to 25 cents 'each per month, the 


! two were offered to • any subscriber to 


i both at-40 cents.- It now became evident 


that the intent of the two'was' to kill 
off The Blade, and Mr, Philip Edward 
Tow-was kept at his vsry best pace 10,. 
retain any business or subscriptions 
whatever. 
Of course" Tho 'Blade had 


frieuds, and very many, but when_ yoa 
hit a man's packet, you test bis friend- 
ship dangerously,- and so the publishers 
of The Blade soon learned. Shortsight- 
ed and unthinking laboring men who 
had been treated like slaves by the very 
power they knew now controlled Tho 
Nows and (The Si-andard subscribed for 
tho two at the-cut rate, and walking into 
the office of their.tmo friend and cham- 
pion,' The Blade, by stopping their snb- 
; scripciou there cut off from it the scs- 
tenanco so necessary, to tho life of any. 
eelf supporting paper. S:r,vtollo bad. 
boasted that he would:kill The Bhde if 
it cost him §25,000, and had begun to 
think he could dp at for $15,000, when 
' the great strike came on. 


The strike, memorable to all Bloom- 


Col<3 and .the country for 100 miles 
' around, was inaugurated one Juno 
morning by tho unlocked for going cut 


' of $00 children employees in one of 
Sawteile's immense factories. They had; 
' suddenly coma to tho conclusion that 
they would work no longer for 53 cents 
per 'day when they well knew tho same 
class of labor in'other cities received an: 
average of 83 cents or more for the same 
service. Scwtelle apparently played, a 
shrewd card in this -figit so far as hie 
journalistic • ventures were concerned;

ronudly abused and .misrepresented by 
Tho News, 
The Standard also took oc- 


casion to denounce every employer in 
the city save Sawtello and was so in- 
temperate in its attacks ou tho officers 
of tho law '--ho essayed to preserve tho 
peace ami decorum of the city us to in- 
vite immediate mdictmett and other 
legal prosecution.
